Be^lah Crashes 
Inland Spinning 
Off Tornadoes

BROWNSVILLE. Tex. (AP)- 
Hurrlcane Bculah, a ' vicious 
storm Ihnt took nearly 30 lives, 
croshcd inland today nnd spun 
off killing and dcstnicdvo tor- 
nadoes. 

The Wcniher Bureau said at k 
lafe hour that the eve was be- 
tween San Benito nna Knrlinften 
after smashinR asliorc at the 
mouth of the Rio Grande, which 
separates Texas and Mexico. 
■ Hurricanes normally begin o 
great curve loword' the north- 
east when they hit land and this 
does not rule 'out the possibility 
' it might turn Into the Gult of 
Mexico again. 

Sut It cased (he severity of 
the forecasts for Corpus Chrlstl, 
160 miles north of Brownsville, 
whore the Weather Bureau ear- 
lier predicted Beulah would hit 
with xtorm-drlvcn tides of possi- 
ble historic hclRhts. 

At Corpus Chrlstl, rain and 
wind hit and some trees toppled, 
but traffic remained heavy on 
streets and many business 
houses remnlncd open. 

"She's about the biggest, nas- 
tiest storm I've ever icen," said 
the veteran pilot ot'a Navy hur< 
ricone hunter plane after flying 
ihroufth the eye. 
-W/nds were estimated at _. 
miles an hour at one point, but 
the Weatlicr Bureau said the 
storm was expected to wcnken 
slotvty since some of Im perime- 
ter was over land. 

Tornadoes spun off bv ihc 
hurricane caused three oeaths 
at Palacios, midway between 
Houston and Corpus ChrisH on 



Matagorda Bay. Another person 
was missing and five suffered 
critical injuries. State police 
said four tornadoes struck at 
Palacios, three liomes suffered 
destruction and several automo- 
biles were wrecked. - ■ 

Tornadoes arc a frequent 
companion of hurricanes ond 
(he Weather Bureau .tafd they 
could be expected as tar as ' 
miles from the center. 

More than 30,000 Tcxans fled 
far Inland or took refuge In 
hometown shelters. The flight 
was orderly and appeared to be 
mostly cheerful, even taken as 
fun at first by some. But In 
nclghborini; Matamoros, Mexi- 
co, officials reported fcor and 
confusion- os resfdents scram- 
bled for shelter. 

The presence of her eye over 
a JIttle hit of, land made her 
course still uncertain. 

At one point, the Weather Bu- 
reau predicted the eye would 
strike Corpus Christi, ICO miles 
up (he coast from Brownsville 
and prcparadans for the blow 
already ncarcd completion. 

The Weather Bureau Issued a 
tornado warning for the area 
from Corpus Christi to Baffin 
Bay, about 30 miles south of 
Corpus Chriitl. One tornado was

Heller retired in ISM'as 
chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers 
but his advice ho.i continued lo 
flow as If he had an Open con- 
duit lo Washington. 

From Minneapolis, where he 
Is a professor and a banker, 
Heller has continued to Influ* 
ence public -matters, bringing 
some fame to' his bank and 
schoohnndrHt-is-assumcdr~wls- 
dom to those who listen lo his 

advice. . 

In the opinion of some New 
FrontTcrsmcn, at least. Heller 
has a legitimate claim to the 
status of oracle, for he was 
chief econDmisl when the Ken- 
nedy administration challenged 
some convcniJofinl.vJcws on lax- 
cs. 

In the early years of this 
decade Heller recommended a 
tax cut atlhoufih the budget was 
glowing red, the economy was 
already fairly prosperous and a 
conflict in Vietnam was burning 
up more and more monev. 

Heller believed then that the 
economy was capable of slJll 
more capacity If treed from the 
rein of restrictive tojces. M a 
result, taxes In .1904 and _] 905 
wc^c cut by about S20 billion, 

As forecast, the demand foe 
goods -rose, production expand- 
ed, and_moro rather than less 
tax rcvchuo poured in. Tho lax 
base had grown. 

This was not unique, for taxes 
had been cut several times be- 
fore to spur an economy capa- 
ble offnoninflatfonary expan- 
sion. But for various reasons the 
I9S4 ux cut'was the most dro- 
matic use of the concept. 

Unfortunately, Heller could 
not spur his own economy. Ho 
resigned in 1904. claiming that 
in order to advise the federal 
government on finances he had 
to borrow $10,000 In three years 
to'fced'hirfnmily: 

This week Heller, tho man 
who cut taxes, came out with 
somejitrong words In favor of 
raising taxes. 

In his role as economist' with 
the Nadonal City Bank he urged 
that; "If Congress falls to enact 
the surtax, brisk expansion 
threatens to turn Into a gallop, 
ing advance that would mnke-a 
3 percent rise In the consumer 
Price Index the very least wo 
could expect In 1968." 

"If Congress prudently posses 
the , 10 per cent surtax. It will 
sharply improve 1968 prospects 
by: 

"—Bringing the expansion of 
demand back to a sustainable 
rate; 

'—Opening up enough breath- 
ing space for monetary policy to 
operate effectively without o 
drastic new credit squeeze; 

" -Providing more elbow 
room for the most urgent 
domestic problems." 

Heller has held some of these 
views on the present .economy 
for many months. Even ' before 
the Johnson administration sug- 
gested a surtax lost January, 
Heller had been recommending 
the same thing.
